In fad the man in 
public life who does not fear that his constituents 
are not aaving them up in July to hand him in No- 
vember is exceptionally fort|i|nate.— Frankfort 
State Journal.

The iir;,'li>,'rni'c nl' .ScelTtarv of Stale < '|-i'eelius in 
failinp to pei t'orm his ollicial duly, in properly ad- 
vertisin(r the submission of the constitutional 
amendments, will prove v»!ry costly to the State, 
and has brought down strong censure from every 
section on that ortieial. While the Secretary of .State 
is nomily tlir "tjoat,'' evei-y other nieMiber of the 
Slate udminisl rut ion on Capitol Sipnire, should 
come in for their part of the hiame. Kvery State 
official seemed to be ignorant of the plain pro- 
visions of ilif Constitution, as to subinittiiifr aim-ml. 

It looks to us that not only 
the rrecelius, but a number of other members of 
the "official family" will land in the political 
scrap-heap by reason of their Iieint; asleep on the 
job.

SABOTAGE. 

The meaning of the world sabotage is not gen- 
erally understood by the averajje reader and we 
have endeavored to obtain its meanint? from La- 
rousse. "The definition of the word sabotage as 
iwed among French printers designates the dis- 
honest act of a compositor who delibei-ately in- 
troduces errors into the text entrusted to hini or 
otherwise deterioates its value." In a supplement 
to Larousse the term is found defined as "the dis- 
honest act of workmen who delilierafely introduce 
poor work info that on which they are engaged." 
The new Standard Dictionary defines the word 
sabotage : First, the act of cutting shoes or s<»ek- 
ets in rails on railroad ties; second, the act of t ic- 
ing up a railroad by malicious damage, third, any 
poor work or other damage done by dissatisfied' 

worloni 11. also the act of producing it; plant 
wrecking, it would seem therefore llTut the mean- 
ing of the word sabotage is nny mean-, under-hund- 
ed action of workingmen for the purpose of de- 
stroying' the nmchinery of production which thoy 
arc manipulating; and this is urged by the Indus- 
trial 'Workers of the World as a means of bring- 
ing the employing class to time. Something like 
biting (dV your own nosc to opite your face!

Although accident first directed 
young Fletcher's attention to scientific 
matters, incidentally to his profession- 
al duties, bo soon showed a speciul 
aptitude for such pursuits. He has an 
InTestlgatlva tura of mind, and 'If be 
bad not happened to become a naval 
ofileer It Is altogether likely that be 
would have been an Inventor. 

Indeed, some of tbe most valuable 
mechanical contrivances used In the 
navy, especially <n connection with 
guns, were originated by him.

graas. aad In behalf of the department 
«t Btata, to make what was called a 
oommorelal and dlplomatlo cmlse. 
Tha moat' Impartant objaot of tha ex- 
padltloB waa to open nagotlatlons 
wtUi tba government of Korea for a 
traaty wblcb would Inaura tba protec- 
tion ot tha Uvea and propartjr of Amer- 
icans. 

It waa also desired to open Korea 

to American commerce, and Japan, 
being at that time on very cordial 
terms with the Tailed States, had slg 
iiifl(ul her wIllhiKneHs to lend assist 
ance toward this ' nd. Hut when the 
Tlcondrroga entered the harbor of 
Fusan, May U, 1880, the otlUiala re- 
fused to accept tho letter handed to 
tbem by Ooumodore Shufeldt, on the 
ground that It wis addressed to the 
king of Korea, whereas their monarch 
was properly designated as the king of 
^Chn^San — which, being tranalated. 
maua "Land of the Morning Calm."

On tlie way back from the Peruvian 
Andes, where the last longtitude ob- 
servations had been made, Fletcher 
reached tbe city of Panama Just In 
time to find that town auffarlng from 
a mora than ordinarily aavere epi' 
demlo of yellow fever. People were dy- 
ing of the disease like files, and during 
a fortnight which he spent in the har- 
bor much against his will landing par- 
ties were going ashore from the vea- 
sels every day to bury victims. 

That was in lv.s|. Since then 
Fletcher's lirofes.'^ioiial duties have 
been of a much varied character. At 
different tlujea lie has commanded the 
torpedo boat Gushing, the gunboats 
Kanawha and Eagle, the cruiser 
Raleigh and tba battleship Vermont. 
Three years ago, although only a cap- 
tain at tha tima, ha waa made aid for 
matartal to the aeeratary of the navy, 
a plaee ordinarily not assigned to an 
offlcer under the grade of rear admiral.

and clamped instantly to Ox it upon 
tho target.

Tho first assentlal In feeding Is .that 
an ample quantity of feed be aupplled. 
It does not pay to run an angina upon 
, half capacity^ Neither doaa It pay to 

I run a cow on half capacity. Big milk 
I yields are secured only when tha cow 
I eats a large amount of feed. 
I It is also Important thai the feed 
shall be correctly balanced, and shall 
furnish the elements necessary to 
maintain the cow and to famish the 
material which go to make up milk. 

Next, tbe ration sliould be palatable, 
that is of such a nature that the cow 
I -will relish it. Pasture grass and silage 
' ara splendid axamples of palatable 
faada, aa art also auch faads as wheat 
bran, oil maal and cotton aaad maal, 
traah dad not muaty, and bright, awaat. 
waltcurad hay. 

Next tbe fatd ahall ba aconomlcal or 
cheap. Soma faada ara palatable and 
well balanced, hut are entirely too ex- 
Ijenslve for co- feed. At times wheat 
bran, outs .ind oil meal must be placed 
In the class of feeds which are too e.v 
pensive for profitable use for feeding; 
In large qu.intllles. Home grown fei'ds 
j are usually the most economli al, as 
feeds grown on the farm do not have 
' tbe producers' profit placed upon them. 
Corn and the leguma hayi, such aa 
clover, alfalfa and cow peas form a 
perfectly balanoad, homo grown ration. 
Those dairymen, aa a rule, aaoure tbe 
greatest profits who grow large 
amounts of feed on tbe farm. 

Another important matter in suc- 
cessful ( ow feeding is that the cow 
be given a puthoient variety. .\ cow 
tires if forced to cat a single feed for 
a long period without change. A mix- 
ture of several diUeteiit feeds SarVOS 

to whet the (iiw s .■ippetlle. 

, An anipic 'i'>'>>''':y '^^ good, clean 
' roughage is exceedingly important. 
This Is best furnished by clover, cow- 
paa or alfalfa, hay, corn stover or si- 
lage. Beat results are obtained when 
roughage eonstltutea about two-thirds 
of tha cow'a ratloa by weight Tha 
following grain mizturaa give aplendid 
results when fad to milk cows: 

(a) 400 pounda corn and cob maal, 
100 pounds cotton seed meal. 

(b) 400 pounds corii and cob meal, 
160 pounds dried distiller s grains, lUO 

I pounds cotton seed meal. 
I (c) 4IHI pounds <'orn and cob meal, 
20(1 pounds v^heat brao, 100 pooada 
i cotton seed meal. 



(d) 400 pounds corn and cob meal, 
2IIII pounds ground oats, 200 pounds 
cotton seed meal. 

In connection with good legume hay 
and silage the cow should be given 
one pound of tha mixture for each 
three to three and ono-half pounds ot 
milk given, whan tha roughage la not 
a legume, 1 pound grain mixtnra to 
2\i to 3 pounda of milk. 

A cow of ordinary aiia will consume 
thirty pounds of silage par day to ad- 
vantage, and whan allaga is fad the 
amount of hay ^alnd la raducad ono> 

half. 

I wo good homo grown latloas aro 

as follows. 

(e) in pouiuls crushed corn .mil all 
the alfalfa, cow pea and < lovcr hay tho 
cows win clean up. 

(f) 10 pounds crushed corn, corn 
stovar at liberty, alfalfa, aow-poa or 
clover bay. 

Tba most Important constituent of a 
dairy feed la protein. Cotton aaad 
meal, oil meal, wheat bran, dried dis* 
tiller's grains, alfalfa, cow-pea and 
clover hay are examples of feeds rich 
In protein. Tho protein is used prin- 
(•ijially in the production of tho casein 
or curd of milk, and a large (|uantity 
is rcfiulred for this purpose. The value 
of a feed >s largely determined by tho 
(luantity of digestible protein whUh 
it contains. 

Good results have been secured 
when the ration consisted of corn si* 
laga^ cotton aeed meal and cow-pea 
or clover hay and com stover. With 
silage, cow-paa or clover hay. feed one 
pound of ona of tha above grain mix- 
tures to three and ona-half to four 
pounds of milk given by tbe cow. It 
is safe to feed the cow about all the 
silage she will clean up. Tbe same is 
true of hay. 

The wise dairyman will grow sili-.f^o 
and corn ai!d proteln-rlch hay and wi'l 
buy protein only to a limited exKMit 
and then in tho form ol' such leeds as 
cotton seed meal, dried distiller's 
grains, etc. A small amount of wheat 
bran or oil meal may ba occasionally 
added for tha aaka ot palatablllty aad 
variety. 

Tba mixturea mantioaad above ara 
only a few of tho posaiblo' mixturea 
which may ba naad with good raaulta. 
Mora complete information on tba sub- 
ject of profitable feeding and handling 
of dairy cows may be obtained by 
communicating with the dairy depart- 
ment ot the Stato UaivtfNity Kxparl* 
ment fetation.

Probably infectious or contagious 
abortion causes greater loss, to ouv 
dairymen and < altle breeders than any 
Otlier one disease, except tuberculosis. 
Il is practically impos.sible lo estimate' 
the amount of inoiii'> I. .si .Minually 
Ihrougli abortion, as there are no sta- 
tistics available with respect to the 
number of caiv«s lost because ot this 
disease. A large portion of the cows 
In Kentucky la of regtatered stock, 
tba calves from these animala are 
valued at fifty dollars or more, the 
loss of the calf alone Is serious. The 
loss ci till' lalf from a grade cow Is 
btit a s'liall part of tho total loss, for 
In the majority of i ase.s tin' fi'tus Is 
aborted so l arly in pregnaiii y that the 
cow iloc:, tiot freshen iind, therefore, 
lirodtK e.s liiilc or no milk. .•\ cow may 
sli]) two or three calves in succession, 
and, if such is the case, she is de- 
prived of her usefulness for a large 
part of the best portion of her life. 
Often, infectious abortion results in 
temporary sterility, and only after 
many months and repeated attempts 
will tha animal ba aafaly gotten In 
calf. 

All abortions are not caused by an 

infe<'tious dlseiiso. Crowding of ani- 
mals. ;i heavy fall, u severe hook or 
Itii'k; in short, an injury of any kind, 
poor coniliiion of the breeding .iiii- 
mals, exposure to severe weather, un- 
due exi'ltein»'nt and other causes may 
result in the c.sting of the calf. Such 
abortions are mainly accidents, and 
the remedy Ileo In better methods of 
management

Tha bed 
ding and walls of stables where ani 

mals abort are certain to become con- 
taminated. The grass In the pastures 
may become contaminated and thus 
contain tlie living organisms that 
<aiise this disease. In numerous ways 
it is possible for cows to lake ilii 
abortion t)acilli into th- luou'h. The 
Infection may also be introduced into 
the genitalia from soiled bedding or 
from the contaminated stalls. 

There is at present no known speci- 
fic remedy for infectious abortion In 
cattlo. There aro a number ot so- 
called "cures" upon tha marlmt Tba 
majority ot these have as their basin 
a carbolic arid solution. Carbolic acid 
has often been proposed ns a remedy 
for this disease, and many lin-edeiii 
have used it with apparently cxcelleu: 
suc( ess, othara have tisad It without 

results.

Broken wind is the old-rashioned 
name given to the chronic lung com- 
plaint, associated with dlfflcult breath- 
ing In which, in marked cases, the act 
of expiration is performed by a double 
effort. Inspiration being little, if at 
all. removed from nortaal. 

We have only to look at a horse's 
flank Ui sei' this deublo effort and ab- 
(loieiiial brealliini; and press his 
Ibn ai with the liiiKern and thumb— In 
other words to eou^h l.i'ii. i:i order to 
see If be is biei.en winded or not. 

The louuti is cliara.teristlc, spas 
modlc at tlrst, but as tlie disease ad 
vances. beeomiiiK sln^;le, sb.ort and 
Kupi>rMHs«d. The trouble is incurable 
and the treatment therefore can only 
be palliative. 

The dlfllculty In breathing increases 
when the stomach and bowels are eon> 
gested with food and water. Both are 
to be given only In small quantlUes at 
a time. Oreen fM>d and cut grass 
should be fed at Intervals. 

The ff>o(l should always be damp- 
ened with water Husty, or burnt hay 
are to be nvcdded as are also chot)ped 
straw and over ripe rye ^rtiss. 

It Is a KOfJil plan to mix a unarter 
tif a pint of linseed meal oil with each 
feed. As regards niodicinai agents, 
their action on broken wind can only 
be temporary. 

Every dealer has hia specine fOr 
this disease. Some give the animal a 
pound of lard, or any sort of good fkt 
made into balls, while others give a 
quantity of leaden shot. A subeutaa- 
eous injection of morphia many rt- 
sort to. 

Thest- things do no permanent good 
and the palliative treatment If care- 
fully tarried out. Is of r;reat bene- 
fit to the poor animal and may be 
looked ui)(ui as the only treatment for 
a broken-winded horse.

"Thia has been due, in a large 
measure, to the development of seed 
growing and its handling as a bnai- 
ncss in the United States. 

"One of the largest of ihe.-ie busi- 
nesses uses hulldlnt;s with an ;iKKre- 
gati^ floor space of more than Hi acres. 
This space I.-, much larger than waa 
ocriipied by the (Mitire seed trade Ot 
the country only ,'.0 years ago. 

"The ijualiiy also has vastly im- 
proved. iJne of the most encouraging 
developments in the growing ot gar- 
den vegetables is the Increasing reeog- 
nltlou of the praotlcal Importance of 
using pure and uniform stocks of 
seed whose varietal eharactherlstka 
adapt them to disiinct local condltioaa 
and market re(|uirements. 

"Another consideration is tjie fact 
that the Krowiiig of seed crops of 
these venei.ibles can be undertaken 
wifhoui ,iny radical change in farm 
pructi.'e or material ineraaae In farm 

eniiipntent 

"Tlie-'e conditions make the Indus- 
try well worth the attention of far- 
mers who are locate'd where soli and 
climatic conditions are favorable for 
Ihe best development of such seeds. 

' However, the raising of these veg- 
etables for seed crops Is not recom- 
nieuded for all circumstances, even 
when soil and climate are f^iiitable, 

' The furnior who eoriterni.laii s un- 
dertaking seed crop farming uiil do 
well to (onslder LhorouKlil> the [uauy 
liLMiients which enter into prolltit 

' ."-^eecimeii are often ablH to place 
Kuitracts for growing seed at very low 
iirices even lower than that at which 
grain of the spedee can be sold on 
the market. 

"Such a condition nUgbt-be doe to 
any of several eaosea, bat uaually 
rests on an oreraupply or a demand 
for an Inferior product.
